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BEGIN QUOTE. MR. WARREN : THE PRESIDENT REASSERTED TO THE 
UTMOST IMPORT ACE. HE BELIEVES THAT THIS TRADE BILL WHICH 
IS NOW IN THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE 
SHOULD BE IN A POSITION TO ENABLE THE UNITED STATES TO 
IMPLEMENT THE TRADE AGREEMENT WE HAVE NEGOTIATED WITH THE 
SOVIET UNION AND ALSO ENABLE US TO FULFILL OUR COMMITMENT 
TO ROMANIA AND TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF OPPORTUNITIES TO

2. AMBASSADOR PEARCE ISSUED THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT 
ON SEPTEMBER 27 : BEGIN QUOTE. WE ARE GENERALLY PLEASED 
WITH THE COMMITTEE'S DRAFT OF THE TRA OF 1973. IT WOULD 
PROVIDE BROAD AUTHORITY FOR TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. IT WOULD 
GIVE US THE TOOLS WE NEED TO DEAL MORE PROMPTLY AND 
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EFFECTIVELY WITH PROBLEMS ASSOCIATED WITH RISING IMPORTS 
IN CERTAIN SECTORS. AT THE SAME TIME, IT WOULD PROVDE 
AUTHORITY TO COMPENSATE OUR TRADING PARTNERS WHERE 
CIRCUMSTANCES REQUIRE TEMPORARY RESTRAINTS ON ACCESS TO 
OUR MARKETS. IT WOULD ENABLE US TO FULFILL COMMITMENTS 
TO GIVE SPECIAL PREFERENCES TO MANUFACUTRED AND SEMI- 
MANUFACTURED PRODUCTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. ALL OF 
THIS WOULD HELP US DEAL CONSTRUCTIVELY WITH A GROWING 
LIST OF PROBLEMS BOTH AT HOME AND IN OUR RELATIONSHIPS 
WITH OTHER TRADING NATIONS. 

AT THE SAME TIME, WE ARE DISAPPOINTED AND CONCERNED 
ABOUT THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE COMMITTEE'S DECISION TO 
ACCEPT TRADE PROVISIONS OF THE JACKSON/VANIK AMENDMENT. 
WHILE WE UNDERSTAND AND SHARE THE CONCERNS THAT 
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APPARENTLY MOTIVATE ITS SPONSORS, WE DO NOT AGREE THAT 
THIS IS A CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH TO SOLVING THESE 
PROBLEMS. WE BELIEVE THAT THIS AMENDMENT MUST BE 
RECONSIDERED AS THE BILL MOVES THROUGH THE CONGRESS.
